This is an opinion backing up the right of Congress to seixc 
papers in the possession of public officials-—even so-called "p ri- 
vole" papers— which are believed to be pertinent to matters 
Congress is investigating.

I he significant words of the decision are: 
lf the subject matter under scrutiny may have any

possible relevancy and materiality, no matter how remote, 
to some possible legislation, it is within the power of Con­ 
gress to investigate the matter . . . It would be intolerable 
if the judiciary were to intrude into the activities of the

legislative branch of the government and virtually stop the 
; 
progress of an investigation which is intended to secure 
information the Congress deems necessary." 
The opinion was the outgrowth of attempts by a Con-1 
gressional C ommittee to get access to the records of allegedly 
pro-Communiat organization*. Contempt-of-Congress proceed-1 
inga brought against these bodies, after their refusal to appear 
or answer questions, were appealed to the District C ourt, which 
upheld Congress for the reasons set forth in the quoted passage. I

Pearl Harbor Continue* to br the biggest skeleton in th*

scandalous a* the worst phase* of the Pearl Harbor tragedy it 
•elf, the door thus far has been kept padlocked. 
There i* no question whatever that the C congressional In­ 
vestigating Committee failed to obtain acre** to all the evidence 
of what really happened in connection with this nation’* worst 
military disaster. 
The “wind*” messages, for example, testified to at length 
before the Army Board in 1944, were literally "gone with thr 
wind” by the time Congree investigated in 1945 and 1946. 
Some other important paper* simply vanished. 
I hey in 
eluded parts of the series of ’’tip off 
and warning m essages 
that would have made cleat just how it happened the impending 
raid wa* discovered in plenty of time for Pearl Harbor to be 
alerted-—hut that Pearl I (arbor was not warned of it until aftei 
the raid was over. 
Part of this suppression traces squarely to the White House. 
President Truman, as well a* Democratic leader Senator Bark­ 
ley, bad promised a fair, open and complete investigation. 
Directly and on the Hoot of Congree*, President I roman wa* 
notified of two point* which could not fail to garble and suppress 
essential parts of the story. 
One was the lad that a group of Army representatives went ( 
around the world interviewing w itnesses who had testifier! be J 
fore the Army Boatel— and who pmmptly thereafter retracted 
rn changed their previous sworn testimony. 
Ills other was that a series of executive orders from the 
White House were accepted in mihlary riffle* a* putting Army 
and Navy personnel on notice to suppress any information they 
might have which might discredit their *u|>eri«*rs or person* in 
the executive branch of the national government. 
President Truman took no cognizance of these protests. I lr 
refused to modify his own orders in the matter, and he made no 
effort to call off or punirh the Army’s 
cover up” squad. Nor 
lias he, at any time, made any public statement on the very 
obvious need for disciplining Army officers who, he it said trank 
ly, are in a position to he accused of perjury; for having sworn 
to one gory on one occasion, and then sworn to a contradictory 
•tory on another. 
Conspicuous in the Pearl Harbor testimony wa* the un­ 
fortunate forgetfulness of certain key witnesaes—-including some 
of those still in high and responsible public position 
these sul­ 
fured gaps of memory in connection with some of the most dra­ 
matic events in American history. Probably every adult person 
in the United States except these few officials, could remember 
just where he was and what he was doing when he first heard of 
Pearl Harbor. 
But, under interrogation on deeply hidden mysteries in the 
Peatl Harbor scandal, these gentlemen swore they had no 
recollection of their whereabouts ut that time. 
That the CongrrsMional Committee was able to learn any 


of the essential farts, in view of the circumstances, seas remark­ 
able. That it was able to learn e nough so that an astute analyst 
auh as Henry M orgenstern could reconstruct a connected ac­ 
count is almost miraculous. (See his book, “Pearl Harbor. ) 
But there* is much of the story still untold, much of the 
conjectured outline which has been falsely denied and many 
speculations which lack verification. 
At some time, ( ongress ought to make another effort to 
get to the bottom . 
Properly, this should he done before two other things come 
to p a ss—first, before the Army-Navy Merger Biti is brought to 
• final vote; and second, before the President comes Up rot re­ 
lection in the campaign next year. 
Perhaps the court ruling will open the door to the finishing 
af this unpleasant but necessary task.
